"But here—what are the use of such 


figures? Below Vicksburg—and abov 
it, too, to nn extent—we have the earth 
itself to speak for it Except for th 
occasional fragments of the Hue o 
bluffs along the eastern edge below 
here which, bob up at Fort Adams, a 
Natchez, at Grand Gulf, at Baton 
Uouge, at Port Hudson, there is noth 
ing about +he level of the high wate 
river except the artificial levees. These 
are in places miles back, great earthen 
banks, sometimes thirty feet high o 
more, sodded and free from trees 
which protect the wonderfully fertile 
region beliind them. 


"And rtl this level country which 


the river overflows and fertilizes is 
constantly increased by this river o 
dirt which the Mississippi brings down 
from the inner region, gathered ail the 
way from the Rockies to the Allegha 
mes. Sometimes tJbe river starts to ea 
away thin land that it has made. In a 
single summer, if it will, it gats awai 
half a mile of it out of some bend. I 
cuts it out sometimes an acre at i 
bite and takes with it forests, houses 
levees and all else. 


"The river is not a uniformly moving 


stream. One side or the middle moves 
swiftly; the other parts are still or 
sluggish. Sometimes even these run 
up stream. The swift part is the chan 
uel current and runs in the deepest sec- 
tions. It makes crossings whenever 
drhen oft shore by a promontory, 
These crossings are dumping places 
for the surplus earth the river lias 
picked up In the bend it is eating."

figures? Below Vicksburg— and abov 
It, too, to an extent— we have the earth 
itself to speak for it Except for th 
occasional fragments of the line o 
bluffs along the eastern edge below 
heie which bob up at Fort Adams, a 
Natchez, at Grand Gulf, at Baton 
Rouge, at Port Hudson, there is noth 
ing about the level of the high wate 
river except the artificial levees. Tlies 
are in places miles back, great earthen 
banks, s«uetimcs thirty feet high o 
more, sodded and free from trees, 
which protect the wonderfully fertil 
region behind them. 


"And 
I'll this level country which 


the j-iver overflows and fertilizes i; 
constantly increased by this river o 
dirt which the Mississippi brings down 
from the inner region, gathered all th< 
way from the Rockies to the Allcgha 
nies. Sometimes the river starts to ea 
away thin land that it has made. In a 
single summer, if it will, it eats awuj 
half a mile of it out of some bend. I 
cuts it out sometimes an acre at i 
bite and takes with it forests, houses 
levees and all else. 


"The river is not a uniformly moving 


stream. One side or the middle move! 
swiftly; the other parts are still or 
sluggish. Sometimes even these run 
up stream. The swift part is the cban 
uel current and runs iu the deepest sec- 
tions. It makes crossings whenever 
driven off shore by a promontory 
These crossings are dumping places 
for the surplus earth the river has 
picked up in the bend it is eating."

"There Is one secret that the world 
las never found out, if 1 read aright 
It has never been known where the 
grave of Attila. the scourge of God and 
the king of tbe Huns. is. As history 
tells us, after the night that Attila took 
un;o himself a beautiful wife, lldico. 
i lie next mornicg be got up dead. But 
i he Huns adored him. They made for 
him a golden coffin: they incased that 
golden coffin in a silver one; they then 
inclosed tbat silver casket in an iron 
one. Their purpose was to give their 
king, li'cir leader, the richest burial 
that hud ever been given. They placed 
that casket in the hands of a few 
captives whom Attila bad in liis 
charge. They charged those captives 
with the delicate task of placing that 
casket, tlsat rich casket, at n pUicc and 
in a way so tbat it could ncvor be 
known, promising them their ransom- 
to wit. their liberation—should they 
execute this direction successfully.

*A Student of History. 


Linney is a student of the history 


and characters of antiquity. In the fol- 
lowing excerpt from tbe "spoilsman" 
speech he illuminates the life of JEsop: 


'Tublic duties, like the manly toil 


that makes glorious a nation's life, can- 
not always be well performed by those 
possessing education and nothing else. 
Besides, it often happens that the best 
iufoiined men, the men of deeds lather 
than those of pretensions, are those to 
whom an appointment to som«> impor- 
tant post operates as a sc:t < f inspira- 
tion. Some of the greatest lives with 
which God has ever blessed tins world 
were poor men, in the humblest walks 
of life, who would never think of ap- 
pearing in the presence of the high 
places of science and literature—men 
like ^Esop and President Lincoln, tbe 
one a slave, the other too poor to pay 
his expenses to Washington after the 
love and admiration of his fellow citi- 
zens had called him to the presidency. 


".-Esop was born a slave at Ammo- 


nius, in Phrygia the Greater, about the 
year C23 B. G. His head was long, nose 
short and flat, lips thick, a humpback,- 
datk complexion, it large "belly And 
bowlegs. His still greater,infirmity 
was that his speech was slow and inar- 
ticulate and very^obseure He was t 
slave, and when Zenas offered to sell 
him to a merchant the merchant burst 
into laughter, saying, 'Had I not been 
convinced by bis voice, I should hare 
taken him for a blown bladder.' This 
merchant, 
however, 
afterward, in 


Ephcsus. offered three slaves for sale- 
Cantor, Grainmaticus and JEsop. In 
order to sell bis slaves well he dressed 
Cantor and Grammaticus in fine cloth- 
ing; but, supposing that no art could 
improve .-Esbp, he dressed him in sack- 
cloth.

"The eminent philosopher, Xanthiis, 


accompanied by bis scholars, attended 
this slave market. Looking at the two 
fine looking slaves, he found the price 
marked upon Grammaticus to be 3,000 
halfpence. 
Tbe philosopher said, 'I 


will not buy a slave rated at so high a 
price* But, finding tbe price of JEsop 
to be almost nothing, at the earnest so- 
licitation of his scholars, who wanted 


plaything, be bought JEsop. and the 


boys paid for him. Tbe first question 
put to jEsop was, 'Of what place are 
you a native? 
'1 am a negro,' said 


<£sop. 'Where were you born?' 'Of 
my mother.' 'I did not ask that,' said 
Xanthus. 'but what place were you 
born in?' "My mother never informed 
me.' 'What can you perform?' 'Noth- 
ing.' replied 2Esop. 


"This was all a civil service examina- 


tion could bave brought out of /Esop. 
i'el after a few years' contact with tbe 
students of philosophy this inarticulate 
negro possessed both eloquence and el- 
ocution. Tea, in this deformed body 
was set tbe largest soul, within which 
tbe most refulgent gems glittered and 
sparkled far beyond anything tbe phi- 
losopher Xantbus or bis scholars ever 
knew. What did It? Contact with oth- 
ers mainly. He could not stand a com- 
petitive examination and was bought 
o satisfy tbe curiosity of the school- 
boys." 


Further on in tbe same speech Lin- 


ney again used Judge Armflold to illus- 
trate a point be was making against 
the irony of tbe civil service examina- 
tion system. Here It Is: 


"Spelling is one of the requirement*, 


and a nuin would have to spell proper- 
ly according to tbe books before he 
could be admitted. Suppose tbat test 
was applied generally. Judge Arm- 
field, one of tbe very best and ablest 
lawyers to my state, spells God with a 
•j.' and a little f at tbat let be is 
the leader of tbe best legal thought In 
tbat great state and this day the equal 
of any living American."

Indeed its population 1« 
only a trifle over 2,000, at recorded by 
the twelfth census, yet * greater num- 
ber «f ttstinguished men bave undoubt- 
edly btft* born here than has fallen, to 
the lot of any other village of relative- 
ly tbe awne size in the United States. 


In tbtltot of Brookvllle's gifts to the 


world ot gemus are governors of states, 
United fltates senators, generals of the 
army and high officers of tbe navy, 
men of letters whose works ar,e read

wherever the English language is spo- 
ken, one1 of tbe world's most famous 
engineers and a great painter and 
sculptor, besides scores of other men af 
prominence. 


Eight go\ernors first saw tbe light in 


this little town, their birthplaces being 
within easy call of each other. Four 
of these —Ray, Noble, Wallace and 
Hammond—served their own state, 
while tbe others attained gubernatorial 
honors in other commonwealths. These 
were Governors Wallis of Idaho. Hard- 
ing of Utah, St John of Kansas and 
Lew Wallace, who was territorial gov- 
ernor cf New Mexico. 


Tbe United. States senators born here 


were Noah Noble, a member of one of 
tbe leading families of southern Indi- 
ana, and Jesse R. Thomas, who was 
tbe author of tbe famous "Missouri 
compronfi*."; 


There is still standing on the out- 


skirts of the town, though now 1n ruins, 
an old log cabin, in which was born 
General Ambrose E. Burnside, who was 
commander of the Army of the Poto- 
mac during a portion of tbe civil war. 
Otner'geherals born in Brookville -were 
Lew Wallace, Pleasant Adam Hackle- 
u.an anrf'Fnfncfs A. Suouft tbe latter 
serving iff'tbe Confederate army; 


Of naval heroes Brookvllle Can boast 


of Rear7 Admiral Oliver Glissou and 
Captain William Lewis Herndon. Tbe 
former attained distinction in tbe Mex- 
ican war'as commander of the Reefer 
and latefcTield many important posts in 
tbe nav^c-reHring under the age limit 
about-twenty years ago. Tbe country 
yet remembers tbe heroic death of Cap- 
tain Hemdon, who iii 1858 off the coast 
of Cuba offered up bis life as a volun- 
tary sacrifice that others might be sav- 
ed, and nowbere is that memory green- 
er than hi hi* old borne. 


A daughter of Captain Hemdon born 


here became tbe wife of Chester A. Ar- 
thur, who was afterward president of 
the United States, though she did not 
live to become mistress of the White 
House 


Hiram B. Power, the painter and 


sculptor, who lias attained worldwide 
fame, was born in a log cabin o\ erlook- 
ing the White Water river, and many 
are tbe stories still told in Brookville ol 
tbe wonderful images he fashionec 
from tbe day of tbe river bank at an 
age when other children were engaged 
in tbe mod pie Industry. r 


Here-also was born James B. Cads, 


who ranks as one of tbe world's great 
est engineer*. There arc no traditions, 
however, that tbe principles of cautale- 
ver bridges and jetties disturbed bis 
youthful imagination 


It is perhaps Brookville'a proudest 


distinction that ber kindly environs 
cradled the infancy of Joaquln Miller 
the "good gray poet of the Sierras;" 
Maurice ^noanpson, made famous by 
"Alice *t Old Vincennes." and Lew 
Wallace, whose "Ben-Hut" bas been 
more widely read than almost any oth- 
er novel written in recent years.
